The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are directed to sunflower meal comprising oil having an oleic acid content of more 
than 40 wt % and a stearic acid content of more than 12 wt %, each based on the total fatty acid content of 
the oil. Each of the claimed oleic acid and stearic acid amounts are beyond the 'normal' wild-type 
amounts found in nature for sunflower oil, as shown in Table 1 of the specification. This is a result of the 
specific transgenic sunflower plant disclosed in the specification, where the seeds, and thus the sunflower 
meal made from the seeds, contains oil having increased oleic acid and stearic acid contents over the 
normal sunflower oil amounts. These were not taught or suggested in the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Comment regarding the amendment to the specification at Table 1 : 
The amendments to the palmitic CI 6:0 percent weight from 2-4% to 2-5% (high oleic), and the 
oleic CI 8:1 percent weight from 17-20% to 17-30%, is supported elsewhere in the specification, 
including at Table 2. As the higher amounts were stated and supported elsewhere in the specification, it 
was apparent that the upper-limit amounts of these two ranges as stated in Table 1, did not completely 
reflect the actual known upper limits. Thus, there is support for these changes and the amounts 
encompassed by the newly-recited ranges of Table 1. This was also done in the parent applications 
09/326,501 and 10/021,985, and was explained on the record in the 501 application. In other pending 
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related cases, applicant is strongly encouraged to clearly and specifically point out support for the 
introduction of such amendments to each new application, and not simply make the amendments without 
an explanation or showing of support on the record.
